- Lecrers ofthe twelfth give us, that the Eatle 
of Ormond, Sir (harles [oote, and Sir Simort 
Harcourt, went with two Thouſand foot, and three Hundred 
lotſe tothe Xaſe, the firſt night they lay ar New-Cgſtle,feven 
miles froin' Dublin, that evening they (cnt to Racvoletwo 
wndred horſe to burne what was left, one Hundred went 
the Town,theotherſtaid in ambuſh,they no ſooner came 
othe Town, but they were encountred with one Thouſand 
Ropues, the horſe retired to their ambuſh, which madethe 
Rebels follow hard after them,in diforder,-which the horſe 
peceivirſg, both trgopes charged home and killed numbers 
other, and ſo burntthe Towne,next day rhe Army went to 
& Ngfe, which they butnt notgrhe Rebels dirit notabide 
heir comming, rhe Souldiers gor very much pi'lage, and ſo 
bicke'ro Pew: Caftle, they have burnt all the Townes this 
Methe Naſe,f ſhall notrrotble you with th: ir names, ſome
